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BATTERED 10-year-old Jake Stedman 
was left with bruises to his face, head 
and back after a brutal attack by a 
pipe-wielding woman. 

Traumatised Jake was playing with friends out- 
side a shop when the Slovakian woman hit him in 
the face after he tossed a berry at her. 

He was chased down an alley and repeatedly 
hit with a two-foot long iron bar as he lay curled 
into a ball. 

The attack led to tensions between parents 
at Jake’s school, Luton Juniors, and Slovakian 
immigrants. 

Police remain on patrol outside the Chatham 
school and have opened talks with community lead- 
ers in a bid to prevent the situation from escalating. 

Jake’s mum, Amanda, 29, said: “I came running 
out the house and saw him lying in a pool of 
blood crying. He was completely in shock — he’s 
just a little boy. 

“IT know he can misbehave and he’s easily led 
but for this to happen is outrageous.” 

She said Jake is now too afraid to go out. 

The youngster said: “She hit me really hard — 
I was on the floor trying to cover my face but 
she wouldn’t stop. But I managed to get up and 
run away.” 

Kent police said an arrest had been made in con- 
nection with the attack and that racially-motivated 
offences would not be tolerated. 

A police spokesman said: “There has been a 
recent influx of Slovakian immigrants and with 
that comes cultural and language issues. 

“It’s a situation we are aware of an appropriate 
action — including a noticeable police presence in 
the area — has been taken.

“We also set up a meeting with those 
involved and local politicians which 
was well attended and we hope will go 
some way towards preventing further 
problems.” 

Parents of Luton Junior pupils said 
they feared for their childrens’ safety. 

Emma Sharp, 26, said: “Just the 
other day a Slovakian kid hit one of my 
boys — it was reported to teachers but 
they seemed reluctant to do anything 
about it. It looks as though they are 
getting preferential treatment. 

“The parents are not much better — 
they wait for their kids spitting and 
smoking in the playground. It’s awful. 

“And one of the parents even 
demanded his child mix only with his 
own kind. But we’re accused of being 
racists if we do stuff like that.” 

A statement from Medway Council 
said: “Community cohesion is a shared 
responsibility for us all. 

“Medway schools are typically happy 
and calm places where children from 
different backgrounds learn together 
and get on well. 

“We work closely with the police, com- 
munity support officers and the wider 
community to play our part in provid- 
ing good race relations.” 
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Muslim leaders want 
to see Islamic school 


MUSLIM community leaders are call- 
ing for a state funded Islamic school to 
be set up for serve the county. 

Anwar Khan of the Kent Muslim 
Welfare Association, said hundreds of 
children were being deprived of an 
education in a specialist faith school.

Victim was left in a pool of his blood 


A TEENAGE thug left an 
unarmed man lying in a pool of 
blood after whipping him 


across the face with his belt. 

Unemployed Kurt Sahota, 19, struck 
the man twice as he lay defenceless in 
Nags Head Lane, Rochester, at 3.25am 
on Saturday, June 26. 

Officers arrived seconds after he brought 
the second blow down on the victim’s head, 
bringing the violent assault to an end. 

The injured man, Michael Walters, was 
left with a huge gash in his forehead and 
blood pouring down his face. 

Sahota, of Warner Street, Chatham, was 
arrested and charged with actual bodily 
harm and possessing an offensive weapon. 

He pleaded guilty to both charges at a 
hearing at Medway Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday afternoon. 

The sickening attack was caught in its 
entirety on CCTV cameras. 

The footage showed Sahota and his

Fans apply for

FOUR ardent fans have joined the race 
to take over the vacant manager’s posi- 
tion at Gillingham FC. 

The loyal Gills supporters sent their 
CVs to chairman Paul Scally in a bid to 
replace Ronnie Jepson, who was sacked 
two weeks ago. 

A club spokesman confirmed their job 
applications had reached Mr Scally and 
were up against those submitted from 30 
coaches within the game. 

The fans’ CVs are packed full of top 
coaching achievements. 

Unfortunately, these honours were 
restricted to popular computer games 
such as Championship Manager, rather 
than real life successes. 
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friends, who had been drinking at the 
Casino Rooms nightclub, brawl with Mr 
Walters and two others in Rochester 
High Street at 3.20am. 

When Mr Walters fled across 
Corporation Street towards Chatham 
High Street, Sahota and his friends gave 
chase. 

Signalling his intentions, Sahota took 
his belt off, hiding it folded in half behind 
his back. 

Mr Walters reached Nags Head Lane 
before Sahota and another man caught 
up with him. 

When Mr Walters tripped on the pave- 
ment opposite the Nag Head pub, Sahota 
and the other man began their attack. 

A bottle was thrown by Sahota’s friend 
but fortunately missed its intended target. 

Sahota then stood over his victim, 
bringing the heavy duty metal buckle 


down on Mr Walters’ head twice in quick 
succession. 

Describing the footage as it was 
played to magistrates, Stella Williams, 
prosecuting, said: “Sahota chased Mr 
Walters down the road and attacked 
him with his belt. 

“Blood was pouring from his face and 
there was a large pool of blood on the floor. 

“Mr Walters was left with a large cut to 
his forehead which required stitches and 
bruising to his arms, ribs, knee and chin.” 

Chairman of the bench, Mrs Jahed, 
said: “These are serious offences, carried 
out as part of a group which left the vic- 
tim badly hurt. 

“For these offences we are imposing a 
suspended sentence of 180 days. This 
sentence will be suspended for a period of 
18 months and there are additional 
requirements. 

“You are also required to carry out 240 
hours of unpaid work, pay £300 in com- 
pensation to the victim and £60 in costs.” 


New future for 
Strood schools? 


COUNCIL chiefs were expected to 
push ahead with plans to merge a 
high-achieving girl’s school with a 
struggling boy’s school into a new 
vocational academy. 

Medway council’s cabinet met as 
Yourmedway went to press to dis- 
cuss the future of secondary edu- 
cation in Strood, currently provid- 
ed by Chapter and Temple schools. 

It is believed councillors 
favoured the proposal to close 
both schools and merge them into 
Medway’s first multi-million 
pound academy and were inter- 
ested in entering a period of con- 
sultation with the public. 

The idea was unveiled to the 
schools, parents and pupils on 
Friday, September 14. 

Portfolio holder for children’s 
services, Cllr Les Wicks, said the 
vision is for an academy which 
provides a wide range of academ- 
ic and vocational courses, with 
enhanced sporting and IT facili- 
ties for a school roll of between 
1,200 and 1,400 pupils. 

He said: “We are looking to the 
future to ensure all our young 
people have access to first-class 
facilities. One of the council’s 
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main priorities is to give children 
the best start in life.” 

Sue Dore, head of Chapter school, 
opposed the plans, saying: “We 
have 1,100 pupils here and have 
been building successfully year on 
year. Why do we need to close? 

“The proposal would lose every- 
thing Chapter has stood for. 

“We're concerned about losing 
the school ethos which we've built 
up over the years. We care for each 
other, support one another when 
things go wrong and celebrate 
together when things go well. 

“An academy would give us 
great buildings, which would be 
lovely to have, but we'd lose that 
family ethos.” 

The consultation period is 
expected to draw a wide range of 
opinions from pupils, parents, 
teachers and governors, as Temple 
boys’ school recorded the worst 
GCSE results in England’s educa- 
tion league tables published in 
January, whereas Chapter girls’ 
school has a good academic record.

Gymnast Is 


GYMNAST Victoria Loftus will fly 
out to China next week to repre- 
sent Britain in the Special 
Olympics World Summer Games — 
after fighting off a stomach bug. 


The 15-year-old, who won a gold and silver 
medal at her first competition five years ago, 
will fly to Shanghai next Wednesday ready to 
compete on October 9. 

Her medal haul at the last games was all 
the more impressive considering her past — 
she is one of the smallest babies ever to sur- 
vive. 

Having been born 12 weeks premature, she 
measured just 10 inches and weighed just 1b 
4oz, and was left with learning difficulties and 
a hearing impairment. 

Both conditions affect her listening and com- 
munication skills, so she has to concentrate 
and practice twice as hard to learn, master 
and memorise complex gymnastic routines. 
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Her involvement in the games was thrown 
into doubt last week when she was struck 
down with a stomach bug. 

She had been due to fly out today with the 
rest of the GB squad, but this was delayed and 
a send-off party planned for Victoria yesterday 
at the Pentagon Shopping Centre in Chatham 
was cancelled. 

But the brave teenager is fighting off the bug 
and her mum Sue Mackey says she will be OK 
to travel and compete in China. 

She said: “Victoria had a stomach bug last 
week and was very poorly but she’s recovering 
well. 

“We think she'll be fit enough to fly out to 
Shanghai on Wednesday. 

“We're fantastically proud of her as she’s 
come so far from when she was born. She 
trains so hard for the Games, putting in 13 
hours a week and sometimes training as soon

as she gets in from school. 

“She’s had to be very strong because her 
learning difficulties make it hard for her to 
take a lot of information in and learn new rou- 
tines. 

“She said she wants a medal from the 
Games, at least a silver but she’s hoping for a 
gold.” 

Victoria will be among 7,500 athletes taking 
part in the week-long games, which run from 
October 2 to 11. 
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Ancient tomb in house garden 
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IT’S not unsual for Joan Bygrave to have people 
knocking on her door asking to take a look at 
her garden.

Sacked POs’ 


appeal over 
sleep claims 


TWO prison officers who were 
sacked for allegedly falling asleep 
under a prisoner’s hospital bed 
have lodged an appeal against 


their dismissals. 

Guards Fred Cronk and Darren Porter, both 
employed at Rochester Prison, were sacked 
after an incident reported to have taken place 
at Medway Maritime Hospital last month. 

The pair had been accused by a national 
newspaper of handcuffing the offender they 
were watching over to the bed before pulling 
out sleeping bags and dozing off. 

Officer Tam Drain, assistant Prison 
Officers’ Association branch secretary for 
Rochester Prison, said Cronk and Porter 
entirely refuted the claims. 

He said: “The only two things the national 
newspaper got right were the officers’ names 
and the fact they were dismissed. 

“Everything else has been totally fabricat- 
ed. The men are very annoyed and disap- 
pointed with the article. 

“We'd rather the newspaper had spoken to 
the POA to get some realistic information. 

“The claims the prisoner was handcuffed to 
the bed and the officers were asleep are not 
at all true.” 


Eurostar completes 
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The men were sacked after doctors at 
Medway Maritime Hospital in Gillingham 
called Governor John Wilson to complain. 

A hospital insider was reported to have 
said: “These guards were incredibly stupid — 
sleeping on the job is immediately a sacking 
offence. The doctors were clearly concerned 
about their safety and that of other patients 
given the fact the officers were asleep.” 

A Prison Service spokesman said: “Officers 
investigated for unprofessional conduct may 
face dismissal.” 

The officers’ appeal will be heard by the 
area manager at a date yet to be fixed. 

The prison is a mixture of single and dou- 
ble accommodation cells contained on the 
Victorian-style wings and a further residen- 
tial unit of single cell accommodation which 
is used as an Induction Unit. 

All inmates are under 21 and it has capac- 
ity for almost 400 young offenders, serving 
less than four years. 

The Home Office says it operates a “work 
and activity-based regime consisting of offend- 
ing behaviour, education, drug rehab, NVQ 
based work places, weekend and evening asso- 
ciation with access to sports related activities”. 
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Teen's HIV fears after she 
was stabbed with needle 


A TERRIFIED teenager said she is scared 
she could die after being stabbed with a 
syringe in an unprovoked attack. 

Katie Dawson, 19, faces a three month wait 
before tests can be carried out to see if she 
has contracted HIV or hepatitis in the sick- 
ening late-night assault. 

The Strood teenager, who works at the Ship 
Inn, in Cobham, said: “I might have HIV or 
hepatitis. My greatest fear is that I could die. 
I can’t stop crying.” 

Katie was attacked as she sat with friends on 
a bench in Railway Street, Chatham, at lam 
on Saturday, September 15. 

Three teenagers — a girl and two boys — 
walked past and began hurling abuse. 
When Katie asked them to stop, the girl 
lunged forward and stabbed her stomach. 

In six weeks time Katie will be tested for hep- 
atitis but must wait for three months before 
she will find out if she has been infected with 
the HIV virus. 

Police are appealing for information. 


Speeding motorists paid 
the price of initiative 


MEDWAY police have launched an initiative 
to clampdown on speeding motorists. 

Officers set up safety checks in Maidstone 
Road, Rainham, on Friday morning, stopping 
more than 20 drivers who were over the 
speed limit. 

Seven motorists were issued with £30 fines 
for not wearing their seatbelts, the others 
were all advised of the dangers of speeding. 

Sgt Craig West said the scheme had been 
prompted by residents’ concerns. 

He said: “I hope residents are encouraged 
that we have acted on their concerns.” 


Depressed wife walked 
off clifftop to her death 


FORMER Kent cricketer Alan Wells has 
been left devastated after his wife was dis- 
covered dead at a notorious suicide spot. 

Witnesses at cliffs in Birling, next to Beachy 
Head, Sussex, said they saw a woman walk- 
ing before disappearing over the edge. 

A handbag belonging to Melanie Wells, 45, 
was later discovered and a body recovered 
from the beach below. Police confirmed the 
dead woman’s identity and it is believed she 
had been suffering from depression. 

Husband Alan, 45, was a middle-order 
batsman with Kent and also played for 
Sussex and England.

Q How are things going at the club?

Granted it was not challenging for the title 
and instead it was seeing off relegation, but at 
least it made the season genuinely interesting 
from start to finish — and as any sports fan 
knows, if that can be achieved without tears at 
the end, then all is well in life. 

So as the cricket season grinds to a halt, let 
us now start building up the pre-season opti- 
mism only sports fans can develop in time for 
next season. 

Let us dream of silverware and glory; of a 

golden summer of 2008 where centuries flow 
and opposition wickets tumble. After all, sport 
is nothing if not unpredictable. And after our 
nation’s miserable efforts elsewhere in recent 
years, let’s hope the talent closer to home gives 
us all something to cheer about.

He acted as script editor for Harry 
Hill’s first television programme, 
wrote episodes for Al Murray the Pub 
Landlord and this year co-scripted 
a critically acclaimed play with 
Johnny Vegas. 

With a new stand-up tour called 
41st Best Stand-Up Ever! - a 
homage to his ranking in a Channel 
4 poll — audiences might be expecting 
a mediocre talent. 

One of the poster quotes describes 
him as “the worst stand-up I have 
ever seen”, but industry guru Ricky 
Gervais claims Lee is “the funniest, 
most cliché-free comedian on the 
circuit”. 

The unusual choice of tour name 
has proved a useful theme for the 
show, as Lee discusses our roles in 
life and how we are viewed by our 
families. 

“My mother thinks I’m wasting my 
life in comedy,” he revealed. “Her 
favourite comedian is Tom O’Connor 
and she keeps telling me one of his

‘proper’ jokes about a sardine. I got 
half an hour’s worth of material out 
of that joke.” 

In the mid-90s, Lee and comedy 
partner Richard Herring enjoyed a 
spell as student heroes with BBC2 
series Fist of Fun and This Morning 
With Richard Not Judy. Now 39, Lee 
is slightly bemused by the apparent 
nostalgia for their surreal old shows. 

“When we started out as a double 
act, the viewing figures weren’t great 
and nobody came to our live shows,” 
he said. “So it was strange to realise 
that people viewed us in that fond 
way. Now people who liked us back 
then bring their kids to my show. But 
the growth of the internet means 
people are discovering them again 
and talking about new comedies.” 

Lee’s first brush with major 
mainstream success was to become 
one of the most painful episodes in 
his career, when he was asked to 
direct and contribute to the hugely 
controversial stage show Jerry 
Springer: The Opera in 2001. 

When it ran at London’s National 
Theatre for four months in 20038, Lee 
described that period as “the 
highlight of my life”. 

But after a four-year run in 


theatres and a good deal of critical 
acclaim, the opera attracted the 
attention of Christian Right groups 
and the British National Party. The 
massive protests and media debate 
that followed effectively derailed the 
production, leaving Lee disillusioned 
with mainstream theatre. 

Also a novelist and a rock music 
critic for the Sunday Times, Lee is 
dedicated to providing alternative 
entertainment and escaping “the 
squares”. If anything good came out 
of his Jerry Springer experience, he 
claimed, it was the chance to kill off 
the show while it was still worth 
watching. 

He said: “Most things do become 
worse with popularity. When I was a 
kid, indie music and alternative 
comedy was just for the weirdos, but 
now you get football fans going to 
comedy gigs and listening to Oasis. 

“Now I think what’s left for all the 
misfits? I left my last management 
company because they were trying to 
get me a late-night ITV slot, as if that 
was the logical end point for my 
career. But I didn’t want that. 

“I would like more money, though, 

so that’s why Im writing the next 
series of My Family. That’s a joke, by 
the way.”

Journey into 
the unknown

KURT RUSSELL has been work- 
ing as an actor in Hollywood since 
he was a child in the 60s, but he’s 
about as different as can be from 
the typical Tinseltown thespian. 


For one, he is a card-carrying member of the 
National Rifle Association and an admitted 
Republican, something a lot of similar-minded 
stars have chosen to keep under wraps in the 
liberal world of showbiz. 

“There were instances where people would 
call me up and say This director was afraid of 
working with you because of your politics’,” said 
the 56-year-old, who dubs himself a libertarian. 

“That started to change about 10 years ago,” 
he continued. “Writers stopped trying to turn 
me into a wooden Republican along the lines 
they were doing to Charlton Heston. Now I 
can go to a party and not feel so outcast.” 

He is also unafraid to admit that acting is 
one of the easier professions and something 
that has got him into trouble with those who 
prefer to play the ‘artiste’. 

“To go on about acting as art is ridiculous,” he 
said. “You don’t have to be gifted just to hit a 
mark and say a line. As far as ’'m concerned 
that’s 90 per cent of the job. Anyone who finds 
acting difficult just shouldn’t be doing it.” 

Indeed, the reluctant professional does make 
his latest role look easy, playing a psychotic 
driver called Stuntman Mike in Quentin 
Tarantino’s new film, Death Proof: 

A heartless but charismatic villain, Mike 
cajoles young women into his specially-adapted 
car for a journey that normally ends in tragedy. 

“I just took one word and ran with it — 
coward,” said Kurt of his approach to the char- 
acter. “This is a guy who kills women. I think

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it’s the core of all these psycho-killer charac- 
ters, especially this one.” 

The film, a blend of slasher flick and car 
chase action, sees Mike getting more and more 
deranged. 

“He’s not one character all the way through. 
He’s got issues with pain,” said Russell. 

“I said to Quentin ‘Why don’t we do some- 
thing different here at the end? Why don’t we 
really go with this word ‘coward’? So we went 
all the way down that road,” he said. 

It’s certainly a return to the scarier side of 
Kurt's portfolio, the veteran screen star having 
cornered the market in horror as a younger 
man in films including The Thing and Escape 
From New York. 

And in a way, Death Proof is a homage to the 
films of Russell’s past. It was originally con- 
ceived as a double feature from Tarantino and 
director Robert Rodriguez, called Grindhouse,

and both are apparently fans. 

“To be part of, in a weird way, the process of 
their love affair with movies was a special 
feeling,” said Russell. 

Most important to the actor was creating a 
really memorable screen baddie. “I’ve never 
actually seen one of these characters at the end 
of a movie completely fall apart. It’s like when 
you hammer your finger — you have an idea 
what it will feel like, but when you actually do 
it it’s way worse than you thought!” he said. 

Renowned for his on-screen stunts, Kurt 
shows no signs of wanting to scale down the 
action, and does a lot of the incredible driving 
in the movie himself. 

“The problem is you're in the wrong lane 
doing 100mph,” said Russell. 

“You have to trust that a coyote won’t run 
into the road or another car slip by one of the 
roads they’ve told you are shut off.

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Let the Oriana take the strain

WHEN Atlantic breezes nudged 
up to Force Seven, and Oriana’s 
captain gently applied his accelera- 
tor, the P&O cruise ship devised 
such a beguiling roll that the 
chairs in the library lounge became 
positively hypnotic. 

Perhaps Nelson’s men felt the same in their 
hammocks. Ongoing research among my fellow 
passengers found hardly any of us could hold a 
book or magazine for more than 10 minutes, 
before zizzing gently off to the Land of Nod. 

The 70,000-tonne Oriana took over from 
Canberra as the new mainstay of P&O’s fleet 
back in 1995, when few realised a new boom in 
cruising lay just around the corner. 

Since then the new generation of superliners 
has taken over, some twice Oriana’s size and 
even bigger. Plenty have become giant floating 
hotels or shopping malls. 

After a major upgrade last autumn Oriana, 
to her great credit, continues to set her own 
style: she’s Middle England at sea, when so 
many other ships adopt the brasher approach 
of the US/Caribbean cruise market. 

Although Oriana carried a full complement 
of 1,800 passengers on our trip, we ordered 
breakfast in our room — at no extra charge — to 
watch the sun coming up over the Atlantic 
breakers entirely alone. 

There are still only a handful of shops on

board, the cricket bats signed by Don 
Bradman and Colin Cowdrey are still proudly 
on show in the Lord’s Tavern bar, and a pre- 
breakfast stroll on the promenade deck brings 
cheerful smiles of greeting from early retireds 
sporting the latest leisure gear. 

In line with the latest fashion, of course, 


Oriana will serve up meals around the clock in 
various bars on the lido deck. But why forgo the 
pleasant evening ritual of dressing to a modest- 
ly respectable level for either first or second sit- 
ting of dinner in the formal restaurants? 

We thought the quality of the food this time 
was even better than on our first visit. 

Before each stop, there’s a duty-free sale of 
‘take ashore’ items — from spirits to cigarettes 
— to boost takings. 

With so many things to do on board, ports of 
call passed in something of a blur — and few 
passengers seemed bothered about where they 
went anyway. 

The city of Corunna is a nicer corner of 
northern Spain than it looks at first sight. 
Santa Cruz, on the northern shore of Tenerife, 
is being impressively revamped to give this 
beleagured island a new, upmarket image. 

Lanzarote I can’t recall with pleasure, 
because I ended up amid the boozy bars of 
Puerto del Carmen, but Madeira is the perfect 
pitstop on any voyage. That first glimpse of 
Funchal climbing endlessly up a steep hillside 
as you pull back the curtains can’t fail to take 
the breath away. 

When we climbed the elegant flower gardens 
of Funchal to look down on the Oriana, in har- 
bour, bedecked in flags from stem to stern, I 
realised how misguided is the ‘expert’ who 
wrote that the QE2 is the last ship to actually 
look like a cruise ship. 

Oriana is a stunner too. If you can get on 
board for £100 per person per day, with 
all meals and entertainment provided and 
occasional ice creams thrown in for free, the 
opportunity shouldn’t be missed.

Exchange rate matters 
when buying overseas 


PROPERTY investors looking to the 
overseas market could stand to lose 
more than £3,500, according to experts 
at the Property Investor Show. 

At a time when the pound is strong 
against some of the world’s leading 
currencies, second homebuyers and 
property investors should be looking to 
cash in on exchange rates when 
transfering money for the property 
purchase. 

Instead, the investor’s group claim 
many are losing money on this 
important transaction simply by using a 
high street bank rather than a foreign 
exchange specialist which offers a more 
competitive rate. 

Mark O'Sullivan, head of trading at 
Currencies Direct: “Aside from a UK 
home, buying a property abroad is likely 
to be the most expensive purchase you 
will make and it is crucial to get the best 
deal on the exchange rate to ensure you 
don’t lose out when transferring money 
overseas. 

“Using a specialist rather than a bank 
could save thousands of pounds which 
can be spent on other initial costs. This 
figure doesn’t even take into account the 
transfer fees that many banks charge, 
which would inflate the amount further.” 


Home owners’ fears 
over interest rate hike 


CONCERNS over mortgage rates have 
intensified this month, according to the 
latest survey. Website propertyfinder.com’s 
monthly survey uncovered reduced 
optimism when it comes to house prices 
across _ the market. 

It is now expected that prices will rise 
at a rate of 3.9 per cent — roughly in line 
with wage growth. This represents a 
slower-than-expected hike in prices, 
which were forecast for a 5.1 per cent 
rise over the summer months. 

Added to this is the fear that interest 
rates are set to get higher, meaning more 
cash outlay for mortgage payers. 

Warren Bright, chief executive of 
propertyfinder.com, said: “Buyers and 
sellers still expect house prices to rise — 
just more slowly. 

“The housing market has responded to 
higher base rates and will adjust further 
thanks to the credit squeeze in the 
wholesale markets. But for new 
borrowers, especially those with poorer 
credit records, mortgages will be harder 
to come by.”

Housing market is still 
clouded by uncertainty 


AFTER a slowdown in July the 
house market is once again picking 
up pace as estate agents report a 
rise in sales and buyers looking to 
snap up a property. 

The latest information from the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the upturn with the number of registered 
buyers, properties on estate agents’ books and 
sales per agent all rising during August. 

However, with uncertainty clouding the 
economic climate, the majority of these figures 
were still down on the same time last year. 

According to the NAEA, the number of 
people looking to purchase a home increased 
slightly in August with agents reporting a 
rise of 3.8 per cent with an average of 326 
buyers registered on their books in

comparison to the 314 recorded in July. 

While an increase in house hunters is typical 
for the time of year, this is the lowest reported 
August rise since 2008, as increasing interest 
rates and reduced house price inflation cause 
caution among consumers. 

The number of houses for sale increased in 
August as NAEA members reported an 
average of 81 properties for sale during the 
month compared to the 45 properties reported 
the previous month. The number of sales 
reported increased in August, with an average 
of 12 houses sold per agent compared to the 10 
properties sold per agent in July. 

The number this time last year was 15. 

The NAEA blame recent economic 
movements and introduction of the HIPs 


legislation for the decrease. 

Meanwhile, first-time buyers took a smaller 
share of the market this summer as their 
percentage share was reported at 9.7 per cent, 
compared with 13.4 per cent in August 2006. 

This continuing waning in the market can 
be partly attributed to the turbulent interest 
rate rises that have lead to the current 
insecurity for this sector. 

What’s more, it is taking longer to complete 
house moves — rising from 17 weeks in 2006 to 
18.2 in 2007. 

NAEA president, Stewart Lilly, said: “The 
latest figures indicate that a period of low 
house price inflation may well be on its way. 

“However, the recent introduction of the 
second phase of HIPs is likely to cause more 
disruption and in particular prompt a ‘wait and 
see’ strategy from individuals who are unsure 
about the full impact of the legislation.”

Green gamble looks a 
good bet for Toyota 


ROAD TEST 


ALREADY the world’s most prof- 
itable carmaker, and likely to over- 
take General Motors soon as the 
most productive, it also makes the 
world’s most famous environmental- 
ly-friendly car — the Toyota Prius. 

This petrol-electric hybrid asks oil addicts to 
make few sacrifices for rehab; there are no 
muesli-pattern seats or recycled rubber fix- 
tures and fittings. 

Tt even has air-con and a fairly racy shape — 
a sharp contrast with the original car’s design- 
er wheelie bin looks. 

The styling may be irrelevant to Prius fans 
though, because it is the 1.5-litre petrol engine 
and 1.2-litre electric low emission and con- 
sumption power partnership that they like. 

Together, they push out 143bhp — enough for 
a reasonable 0-62mph of around 11 seconds. 

Not that anyone puts that to the test, because 
you soon find yourself playing a game with the 
throttle and the ‘powertrain’ graphics on the 
dashboard, so the electric motor whirrs happily

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without waking the nasty, dirty petrol engine. 

So, within an hour you have been through rehab 
and instead of risking road rage you are wafting 
around like a highway hippie delivering the milk. 

The brakes are clever too, because they 
recover what would be lost energy on a normal 
car and channel it back into the car’s battery — 
good for stop-start town traffic. 

But all this technology costs. The cheapest 
Prius is nearly £18,000 — Toyota’s equivalent 
conventional family hatchback, the Auris, 
starts at around £12,000 — and Toyota is 
rumoured to be subsidising every Prius sold. 

Greens and gadget fans apart, buyers may 
also be put off by the relatively untried technol- 
ogy — despite an impressive eight-year/100,000- 
mile warranty on the hybrid system itself. 

The car is also ‘extremely automatic — you 
simply select forward or reverse and go from 
A to B— which makes it a bit dull to drive even 
though the car handles and rides well. 

On the other hand, it is a practical car to live 
with; the hybrid powertrain and batteries do 
not impinge on the car’s ability to function as 
a roomy family hatchback.

EMPLOYERS need to get to grips 
now with upcoming changes to 
employment regulations, a busi- 


ness support agency has warned. 

As of October 1, there will be an increase in 
the statutory holiday entitlement to 4.8 weeks 
(24 days if you work a five-day week) and a 
rise in the minimum wage. 

The adult rate, for workers aged 22 and over, 
will increase to £5.52 an hour. 

And Business Link says local firms should 
be sure to have the right processes in place to 
minimise disruption to their operation. 

The quarterly South East Business Monitor 
—a quarterly survey of 1,800 of the region’s 
small-and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) — 
found recent changes to regulations such as 
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the smoking ban, paternity and maternity 
rights, and age discrimination are perceived 
by business owners to have had little impact 
on their companies. 

Although almost one third (82 per cent) of 
Kent companies identify red tape as a con- 
straint on their business, the majority have a 
good understanding of the latest regulations. 

Of the SMEs involved in the survey, introduc- 
ing a smoke-free workplace (84 per cent), age 
discrimination (82 per cent) and maternity and 
paternity rights (72 per cent) legislation said 
there was no impact on their business. 

Business Link’s Linda Bennett said: “It 
seems that people running businesses have a 
‘can do attitude’ and simply get on with the

“Businesses are generally more affected by 
the fear of red tape than the actual implica- 
tions of new regulations.
